Many 
of the 
American 
Aborigines 
W ere Experts, as Specimens Still 
in Existence Show. 


It has been pointed out th at the 
chief rem inder of our aboriginal life is 
the woodwork and bone carving of the 
Indians 
of 
the 
Pacific 
Northwest. 
While the cities of that region are en­ 
terprising and Im portant centers of in­ 
dustry, and whilq the inhabitants of 
many Indian reservations have adopt­ 
ed the latest farm ing methods and 
have become prosperous agriculturists, 
there rem ain some primitive workers 
whose wooden products have the same 
quaint appearance as those of their 
ancestors generations and generations 
ago. 
When they possessed no better tools 
than stone axes and bone handled Im­ 
plements, before the white man had 
brought his Iron Instrum ents to this 
country, these Indians were experts at 
their chosen profession. 
W ith their 


crude implements they cut planks four 
feet wide by ten feet long from a tree 
Many specimens of their carving in 
wood, bone and ivory, preserved now 
in museums, show considerable skill.

Inquiries for copper roofing to be 
used in rebuilding the devastated Jap­ 
anese cities have been made of the 
Copper and Brass Research associa­ 
tion. 
It is understood that these in­ 
quiries are from sources representing 
the Japanese government. Except for 
modern 
American 
construction 
in 
I okyo and Yokohama, all houses were 
roofed entirely with large, hand-made 
clay tile. 
These made a very heavy 
roof, which, when the earthquake tre­ 
mors first came, caused heavy casual­ 
ties by falling on the fleeing people in 
the 
streets, 
and 
by 
their weight 
brought about a complete collapse of 
many houses which might otherwise 
have resisted the earthquake shocks. 
It is understood that the Japanese 
government has already issued an or­ 
der forbidding the use of heavy roof­ 
ing materials and is endeavoring to 
obtain roofing of the lightest possible 
weight which is at the same time fire­ 
proof and earthquake proof. 
The attention of their experts has 
been drawn to the possibilities of cop­ 
per roofing, in view of its light weight 
and fire-resisting qualities.

The fatal effects of parasites In 
swine are commonly noted in young 
pigs, but animals weighing over one 
hundred pounds, including mature ani­ 
mals, may also be chronically infested. 
Death of sucking pigs, or unthrifti­ 
ness of an obscure character following 
weaning, not traceable to a specific In­ 
fection, such as hog cholera, for ex­ 
ample, may be caused by parasites. 
Chronically infested animals not only 
fail to make a normal gain in weight, 
but prove more susceptible to other 
diseases than do healthy pigs free 
from parasites. 
Large numbers of 
pigs in infested herds have died as a 
result of internal and external para­ 
sites. 
Hygienic measures prevent the de­ 
velopment of parasitic diseases and 
reduce the frequency of fatal sec­ 
ondary bacterial infections. 
Plow, ro­ 
tate, crop or rest the hog lots in al­ 
ternate years, or provide free range. 
Clean and disinfect the hoghouses be­ 
fore farrowing time. Keep pigs out of 
filth and mud, and provide pure drink­ 
ing water. Avoid dirty feeding places 
by using concrete feeding floors. 
See 
that pigs are farrowed In clean, disin­ 
fected houses and that while nursing 
the sow they are placed on fresh 
ground. At weaning time they should 
be separated from older hogs and kept 
on uncontaminated ground. 
These preventive measures are im­ 
perative in the successful raising of 
swine. Pigs that become infested with 
internal or external parasites should 
be treated without delay. A new cir­ 
cular, No. 269, just published by the 
agricultural experiment station of the 
University of Illinois, tells about the 
many swine parasites and suggests 
remedies.

the older a-man gets the less he likes bohydrates, fats, mineral matter or 
ash, vitamins and water. Every dairy­ 
man should know these classes, should 
know' what part they play in the nour­ 
ishment of the animal, and what com­ 
mon feeds will best supply them In 
the most economical and desirable 
form. 
Protein is of first importance. 
It Is 
an element that is indispensable for 
the construction and repair of muscle 
and glandular tissue and for the pro­ 
duction of the protein of milk and 
the development of the fetus. 
With­ 
out protein, growth would be impos­ 
sible. When more protein is fed than 
is needed, however, the surplus por­ 
tion is broken down and serves the 
same purposes as the carbohydrates; 
that is, it produces energy, milk sugar 
and fat. 
Protein is usually the most 
expensive constituent of the ration 
for feeds rich in this element are 
relatively,# scarce. 
Carbohydrates consist of starches 
sugars, etc. and crude fiber (woody 
material). 
Starch constitutes a large 
proportion of the farm grains of the 
corn belt, such as corn, oats and bur­ 
ley. Starches and sugars are used to 
form the sugar and fat of the milk 
and also body fa t; In addition they con­ 
tribute a large amount of energy for 
heat). 
The fiber of feeds is the least 
digestible portion, and for this reason 


a very high content of crude fiber In 
feeds, as in corn cobs and In the hulls 
of the seeds of cotton, rice, buckwheat, 
oats and peanuts, indicates a relative­ 
ly low feeding value. Such substances 
are sometimes used as “fiiw<” 
treatment.

The Corrugated Roller 


FOR HEALTH 


When soil is plowed, numerous air 
spaces are found in the furrow slice 
We must get rid of these air spaces 
by finning the soil, otherwise the 
movement of air through these larger 
open spaces will dry out the soil very 
rapidly also the soil particles as they 
fall from the plow do not lie close to­ 
gether—thus the movement of water 
will be very slow and the movement of 
the air through the soil 
is much 
greater than where the soil has been 
finned. As a consequence the soil will 
dry out more quickly. 
Due to the excessive rains of the 
spring, preparing ground for corn will 
be more than an ordinary task 
per 
haps there are no tools better suited 
to this task than the disk and corm 
gated roller. 
The former »s used ex 
tensiveiy for working ground deer, 
either disking before or after plowing 
but the corrugated roller is in a class 
by itself when it comes to crushing 
clods and packing the lower soil and 
still leave a surface in which 
can be planted.

The importance of thorough prepara­ 
tion of the seed bed can scarcely be 
overemphasized. The clod contributes 
nothing to plant growth for the simple 
reason that plant root cannot pene­ 
trate it.

* A well prepared seed bed takes In 
more water and holds more for plant 
use than one poorly prepared.

President Coolidge Talks to Postmasters 


Government Bureau Reports on 
Study of 6,015 of Pre-School 
Age at Gary, Ind. 


Washington.—Large percentages of 
undernourishment 
and 
physical 
de­ 
fects were found in a group of 6,015 
young children of Gary, Ind., studied 
by the United States Department of 
Labor through the children’s bureau. 
The Gary study is the first investiga­ 
tion by the bureau of the “neglected 
age of childhood”—between babyhood 
and school. 
Two reports have been written on 
the results of this study. 
The first, 
called ‘‘Physical Status of Pre-School 
Children,” was Issued last year. 
The 
bceond, called “Children of Pre-School 
Age In Ga*’*, Ind.,” aud dealing with 
general child welfare conditions, espe­ 
cially nutrition, Is now n press. 
Results of the second study show 
the poverty of diet among nearly all 
the children. 
Diets of Children Classified. 
The diets of G,015 children, all from 
two to seven years, were classified into 
five groups. A, B, C, D and E, accord­ 
ing to their adequacy and suitability 
for children of these years. 
Of the 
“A” diet the renort says: 
“Tile ‘A* diet is not one difficult of 
attainment. 
It is merely any diet 
capable of meeting the body’s needs 
and administered with some consider­ 
ation for the child’s age and develop­ 
m ent Moreover, such a diet need not 
be an 
expensive 
one—milk, 
whole 
cereal, and fruit or vegetable daily be­ 
ing sufficient to allow a diet to qualify 
in thin group—and it is the easiest 
possible kind of diet to prepare. This 
being the case it might be expected 
that the large majority of the children 
would fall into the 'A* diet group. 
“These facts notwithstanding, only 
25 of the 6.015 children—less than half 
of I per cent of the total number— 
were thus fortunate. 
Furthermore, 
the number classed as having ‘B’ diets 
(probably adequate in food require­ 
ments though unsuitable in character 
and including but a pint of milk) was 
likewise small, amounting to 8.5 per 
cent of the whole group. Less than IO 
per cent of the children studied, in 
other 
words, 
were 
receiving 
diets 
which 
appeared 
adequate to their 
needs. 
Almost three times this num­ 
ber (29.2 per cent) had diets (C) 
whose adequacy was highly question­ 


able; and nearly two-thirds of the en­ 
tire group (60.5 per cent) were found 
to have diets plainly incapable of cov­ 
ering all their bodily requirements, 
58.4 per cent being in the D group and 
2.1 per cent (5 times the percentage of 
A’s) in the extremely inadequate E 
group.” 


Foods Analyzed in Detail. 
The report analyzes In detail the use 
of certain staple foods among the chil­ 
dren, for Instance: 
Only 18.9 per cent of all the chil­ 
dren were getting a pint of milk a 
day and 57.2 per cent had no milk at 
all to drink. Two-thirds of the entire 
group were found to drink 
coffee 
habitually and 40 per cent to have it 
more than once a day. 


“Milk is not the only desirable food 
which was little used,” the report 
states, “since vegetables, fruits, cereals 
and eggs were likewise conspicuously 
lacking. 
“The extreme poverty of the diets 
is further shown by the fact that near­ 
ly half (45.5 per cent) of them lacked 
as many as four of the foods usually 
Included In a child’s diet.” 
Slightly over half of the children 
studied were given physical examina­ 
tions ; 64.7 per cent were found to 
have decayed teeth, and 14.9 per cent 
had hope defects which are the result 
of a deficiency diet. Only 4.8 per cent 
had no defects at all. Over a third had 
more than five distinct physical de­ 
fects. 
Children with adequate diets 
(classed as A and B) made a better 
showing than the rest of the’"group. 
Over four times as high a percentage 
of these children were free from de­ 
fects as of the children receiving de­ 
ficient diets (classed as D and E). 
The report also analyzes other con­ 
ditions affecting children of this age, 
including community conditions, child 
cure and hygiene, and dental care.

U. S. TO SOLVE PROBLEM 


Animals 
Have

Rapidly in Alaska.

Seattle, 
W a s h . — Confronted 
with 
the problem of having so many rein­ 
deer he does not know what to do 
with them, Uncle Sam, through his 
division of education in Alaska, is re­ 
organizing the service. 
VV. L. Lopp, 
superintendent of education of the na­ 
tives in northern Alaska, has been or­ 
dered to remove his office at once to 
Anchorage. 
The reindeer service In the past 
year has completely outgrown its or­ 
ganization, the animals having multi­ 
plied so rapidly they number In ex­ 
cess of 300.000. 
During this season 
80,000 calves were born. 
Most of the natives are facing the 
difficulty of possessing herds so large 
they cannot handle them aud some 
plan must be devised for marketing 
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The big herds of the government 
have increased rapidly and the fixing 
of boundaries of ranges for the rein­ 
deer must be done at once. 
At pres­ 
ent the innumerable herds of reindeer 
are roaming the public domain. 
Native herders who started out five 
or six years ago with two dozen rein­ 
deer have become owners of 1,000 to 
5,000. 
From l l individual herds In 
1918 there has been an increase to 
109 herds in August this year. 
The discovery of large areas of rein­ 
deer moss on the northern slopes of 
Mount McKinley resulted In a herd 
of 1,800 reindeer being driven there 
for pasturage. This summer this herd 
nearly doubled. 
At this time of year caribou pass 
the Interior settlements on their south­ 
ward trend to winter quarters, and 
settlers lay in their winter’s supply of 
meat free of cost. 
Reindeer cannot 
hope to become a* meat product until

None of the defendants has license or 
authority to go on the roofs for any 
purpose, and deponent has made ve­ 
hement protest.” 
Alleged damage done by the nightly 
roof parties, he said, urns as follows: 
“Coping on westerly wall of No. 58 
entirely broken; roof damaged In va­ 
rious places; vent pipes broken from 
their bearings; bricks "over the stair­ 
way leading to the roof demolished.” 
The agent said it would be neces­ 
sary to remove the entire roof cover­ 
ing and raise the roofs to the proper 
level, because they had sagged under 
the weight of the film watchers. 
He 
said there w?as danger of damage from 
water leaking through the broken 
roofs 
into 
the buildings. 
Repairs 
may cost thousands of dollars, he 
added. 
The agent said that wdien he first 
learned of the roof parties, he found 
35 persons there, but they would not 
move when he asked them to, saying 
“they wmuld go up there as much as 
they pleased, 
and 
lf the landlord 
didn’t like it he could sell the house, 
for they would not stay off the roof 
for anybody.” The agent got a police­ 
man, but the tenants refused to budge 
until threatened with arrest, the agent 
said.* Since then, he said, “the tenants 
had been up there every night, and 
had broken down all the barriers he 
put to keep them off.” 
The janitor said in an affidavit that 
the roof-going tenants threatened him 
with bodily harm if he interfered, and 
attacked the theater watchman, who 
tried to get them off.
